From 25 to 40 per cent of the 
county’s navel crop has been mar- 
keted, it was estimated today, 
‘the figures as of March 1. 

John P. Coy, county horticul- 
turist, in Upland today conferring 
with C. E. Grier, supervisor, and 
this district, said that in the east- 
ern 
iments had begun earlier and were 
larger, resulting in “an appreci- 


market.” 
A report from the local office 
of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange placed the figure for 
this district at from 25 to 30 per 
cent of the crop being gone. 
Careful inspection of the fruit 
in the state has resulted in no 
cases of the Mediterranean fruit 
fly being detected, Mr. Coy said. 
The county and state are work- 
ing together on inspection and as 
the fruit matures, a careful check 
is made to determine the condi- 
tion of the fruit and to detect any 
trace of the fly.
